feeding of animals that (hoy eat very much 
in proportion to their size. There in«y bo 
very many appr.reut exceptions, hut there 
cu.be no doubt of the existence of the gene- 
ral " rule iu the animal economy.' It was 
well 
established by tho admirable and 


accurate experiments of 
Mr. Lawes, on 


the different breeds of shcop, where it was 
shown by netunl trials that mutton sheep of 
tho same ago consumed food nlniost in exact 
proportion to tho!r size thai is, to their live 
weight. In these trials two CotswoMs, each 
weighing ono hundred and twenty pounds 
ate as much ns threo Bouthdowns weighing 
eighty pounds each. But the two Cotswolda 
gained more limn Iho three Southdowns. 
Tho average increase of the Cotswolds for 
each one hundred pounds of live weight was 
two pounds Uvo ounces per week, both 
breeds havuig precisely tho samo food. 
To 


express it in another form, two Cotswolds, 
weighing ono hundred and twenty pounds 
each would eat tho same amount of food as 
three Southdowns weighing eighty pounds 
each, but the two former would gain seven- 
teen pounds each; while tha threo latter 
would gain only nino pounds each. This, 
of course, shows that where people, do not 
know the difference iu the ijunlity of the 
mutton, that is where Cotswold mutton will 
bring as much as Southdown, pound for 
pound, the Cotswolds are tho most profita- 
ble to keep for fattening. These careful 
and minute experiments on this point are 
worth all tho general opinions in tho world. 
We have but little doubt that this general 
principle will be found to ripply to all other 
classes of animals.
